SACRAMENTO, Cal., Jan. 12.— 
(UP)—The Federal-State Market 
News service 
today placed the 
valu e of California’s field crops 
for 1939 at $144,943,000, an in­ 
crease of 12 per cent over 19 38 
bu t 21 per cent less than the valu e 
for 19 37. 
Improvement Noted 
"These comparisons show some 
improvement in the position of 
^California growers, bu t 
income 
Yrom this grou p of crops still re­ 
mains at a comparatively 
low 
level,” the agency noted. 
The valu ation figu re for last 
year was $129,8 08 ,000 and 
for 
1937, $18 2.373,000. 
The farm valu es of most indi­ 
vidu al field crops were higher in 
1939 than in the previou s year, 
with gains most significant for 
alfalfa hay, su gar beets, potatoes, 
cotton, rice, beans and barley, the 
service reported. The 1939 valu es 
were lower for wheat, grain hay. 
grain sorghu ms and sweet pota­ 
toes. 
4,915,000 Acres 
The total acreage devoted to 
field crops was 4,915,000 acres, 
the smallest since 1934. Produ c- 
Jpon volu me was high despite de­ 
fic ie nt seasonal rainfall over mu ch 
of the state and financial diffi­ 
cu lties attendant u pon low prices 
for farm produ cts. 
The service said that favorable 
weather factors ou tweighed u n­ 
favorable ones du ring the year. 
Thu mbnail notes on the principal 
field crops were given as follows: 
Wheat — California’s crop was 
the smallest in several years, du e 
to su bstantial redu ction in acre­ 
age. 
Barley—Produ ction was above 
average, and higher than in 1938 . 
The Sacramento valley crop was 
short, as a resu lt of the dry sea­ 
son. The acreage was the largest 
in several years. 
Acreage Tripled 
Flaxseed—The acreage was trip­ 
ped. and produ ction was far above 
that for any other year, placing 
this crop in a position of local 
prominance. 
Grain sorghu ms—The crop was 
mu ch smaller than in 1938 , bu t of 
abou t average volu me. 
Rice — Yields were high, ac­ 
cou nting for a total produ ction 
farger than in 1938 , and above 
average. 
Cotton—Growers in the state 
made a new high average yield 


SIDE G L A N C E S 
By Ga lb ra ith ¡VITAMIN B -l EXPERIMENTS IN 
UNIVERSITY LABORATORY TOLD 


Thou gh it is known to be essential to the normal 
growth of plants, the valu e of Vitamin B-l as a stimu lant to 
plant growth u nder field and orchard conditions still remain 
to be explored. 
This annou ncement was made 
at a recent extension service con­ 
ference by Dr. J. P. Bennett of 
(the University of California Col­ 
lege of Agricu ltu re in commenting 
'on the widespread pu blicity given 
to this vitamin on the basis of its 
u se as a plant growth stimu lant 
in laboratory experiments. 
Dr. Bennett said that plants 
placed in sterile 
cu ltu res have 
shown startling growth after be­ 
ing dosed with vitamin B-l. How­ 
ever, this

“ Give no t that which is ho ly to 
do gs, no r cast y o ur pearls be­ 
fo re 
swine, 
because 
they 
will 
turn and tear y o u to pieces.” 
This means, whenever we sur­ 
render o ur freedo m o f will to 
dictato rs who lust fo r po wer, it 
will pro ve very disastero us when 
we attempt to reco ver o ur hu­ 
man rights, and re-establish a 
demo cratic state. Histo ry reco rds 
the perio ds o f injustice and o p­ 
pressio n lasting fro m 700 to 1500 
y ears. 
It is a difficult task to 
get rid o f any fo rm o f dictato r­ 
ship, co llectivism o r to talitarian 
state. 
When 
the 
demo cracies 
o f 
Greece 
and 
Ro me 
surrendered 
their right o f self-determinatio n, 
and freedo m o f will to a so cial 
planning 
co mmissio n, 
co ntro lled 
by a dictato r, they went into na­ 
tio nal decline fro m which they 
never reco vered. 
If 
they 
had 
co ntinued to prize their demo ­ 
cratic principles, they wo uld have 
survived the crisis. 
But when 
they cast their human rights be­ 
fo re the do gs 
and swine who 
co nstituted the inhuman dictato rs, 
in spite o f blo o dshed and suffer­ 
ing, 
they never regained their 
lo st heritage. 
Any natio n that 
thinks 
life co nsists in the ac­ 
cumulatio n 
o f 
wealth, 
pulling 
do wn barns and building great- 
ers, who camo uflage their o wn 
stupidity and lack o f visio n by 
‘building pro jects’ will o ne day 
hear the judgment “ Tho u fo o l- 
this night thy so ul is required 
o f thee.” 
Because they leave to 
po sterity no thing mo re than so ­ 
cial chao s, jealo usy and mo ral 
disaster. 
We must reeducate o urselves in 
mo ral 
philo so phy . 
All 
mo ral 
pro blems are primarily questio ns 
o f freedo m o f will, 
liberty to 
cho o se. 
Mo ral 
laws 
are the 
natural laws which go vern free 
agents. 
Whenever the freedo m 
to will is denied, restricted, o r 
surrendered, it is a vio latio n o f 
natural law, and we suffer the 
co nsequences. 
Mo ral 
law 
is 
limited to the cause o f actio n, 
the freedo m to will, the inten­ 


tio n, the liberty to cho o se, rather 
than with the ultimate effect, 
results, 
o r ends. 
This means, 
just so lo ng as we po ssess the 
po wers o f self-determinatio n and 
individual respo nsibility , we are 
dealing with 
mo ral 
philo so phy . 
But whenever we destro y the es­ 
sential freedo m o f will, we de­ 
generate mankind into animals, 
devo id o f intelligence, go verned 
so lely by phy sical laws, which is 
the belief o f pagan materialism. 
The reaso n why man has intel­ 
ligence is fo r the purpo se o f de­ 
velo ping his ability to will, free­ 
do m to make his o wn decisio ns. 
This 
being 
true, any fo rm o f 
co llectivism, 
dictato rship, 
co er­ 
cio n, so cial planning, o r majo rity 
rule is a vio latio n o f mo ral phil­ 
o so phy and must be classed as 
pure paganism. 
Christianity as 
taught by J esus reco gnized man’s 
inalienable right o f freedo m o f 
will, self-determinatio n, and re­ 
spo nsibility . 
Therefo re, 
demo c­ 
racy is a Christian idealism, but 
Natio nal So cialism is the pro duct 
o f paganism.

The mo st co mmo n co ating o n 
(he to ngue is a so rt o f a white 
fur that is usually asso ciated with 
a run-do wn co nditio n. So metimes, 
it reflects digestive disturbances. 
A dry to ngue may be due to a 
perso n’s having kept his mo uth 
o pen steadily because o f difficulty 
in breathing thro ugh the no se. 
Spo ts o n the to ngue may be th* 
result o f little hemo rrhages, o f 
small infectio ns, o f ulcers, o r o f 
bruises.
